1 . Beyond  what  we  have  accomplished  in  City  Hall  thus  far  in  201 1 , do  you  have  any 
specific  plans  for  stimulating  our  local  economy  before  leaving  office?  (Supervisor 
Farrell,  District  2) 

2.  The  Metropolitan  Transportation  Agency  (MTA)  Board  will  soon  have  the  task  of 
appointing  a new  Director  for  the  MTA.  How  will  you  help  ensure  that  the  new  Director 
will  steer  our  city's  transit  agency  in  a direction  that  leads  to  service  improvements  and 
increased  reliability  for  riders?  How  will  you  help  ensure  that  the  new  Director  will  have  a 
broad  vision  for  transportation  in  our  city?  (Supervisor  Chu,  District  4) 

3.  A recent  newspaper  article  noted  an  increase  in  suspected  gang  violence  along  the 
Market  and  6th  Street  Corridor.  Of  the  five  listed  shooting  incidents  that  have  occurred 
just  in  the  last  month  and  a half,  four  were  youth  related.  Within  the  vision  for  the  City's 
youth  and  family  infrastructure,  what  policies  and  investments  are  we  prioritizing  that  are 
focused  on  the  City’s  youth  and  families?

4.  The  Departments  of  Public  Works  (DPW)  and  Recreation  and  Park  (RPD)  have  seen 
significant  reductions  in  their  tree  maintenance  budgets.  This  has  led  to  inadequate 
maintenance  of  park  trees,  creating  a public  safety  hazard,  and  street  tree  maintenance 
being  shifted  to  property  owners  - resulting  in  spotty  maintenance  and  unfair  burdens  on 
property  owners  to  care  for  trees  that  they  didn't  plant  and  may  not  even  want.  I am  very 
interested  in  finding  a sustainable  funding  source  for  DPW  and  RPD  to  maintain  their 
trees  consistently,  and  to  relieve  property  owners  of  this  unfair  obligation.  What  are  your 
thoughts  on  this  subject?

5.  Will  you  provide  us  with  an  update  regarding  the  3rd  Street  Corridor  improvements 
that  multiple  City  Departments  have  been  working  toward?  Specifically,  what  has  been 
accomplished  around  fa?ade  improvements  and  employment  opportunities  for 
community  members?  Furthermore,  what  is  the  status  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
and  the  Administration's  plans  for  next  steps  in  Bayview?

However,  a Development  Agreement,  for  legal 
reasons,  cannot  contain  some  of  the  provisions  that  are  of  most  importance  to  the 
community,  such  as  giving  the  community  the  ability  to  enforce  whatever  agreements 
that  are  made  in  the  Development  Agreement.  Are  you  willing  to  require  that  CPMC 
enter  into  a Community  Benefits  Agreement  before  their  proposal  is  approved  by  the 
City?  (Supervisor  Mar,  District  1) 

2.  A series  of  pilot  projects  on  Market  Street  in  the  past  few  years  has  reduced  MUNI 
delays  and  improved  safety  for  people  walking  and  bicycling  while  also  supporting  local 
business  with  increased  foot  traffic.  Given  these  successes  and  the  fact  that  most  San 
Francisco  drivers  already  know  to  avoid  the  lower  Market  Street  gridlock,  do  you  support 
a trial  diversion  of  private  automobiles  from  Market  Street  downtown  except  to  cross  it, 
and  the  implementation  of  additional  pilot  projects  to  significantly  increase  the  priority  and 
safety  of  people  using  public  transit,  bicycling,  and  walking  on  Market  Street?

Will  you  support  our 
good  governance  legislation?  As  we  seek  funds  to  improve  service  for  MUNI  riders,  how 
will  you  ensure  that  the  SFMTA  decreases  its  overtime  overruns?  (Supervisor  Campos. 
District  9) 
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6 The  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Mayor  approved  a process  for  question  time  that  has 
led  to  a very  scripted  interaction  between  our  two  bodies.  I do  not  believe  this  was  the 
intent  of  the  legislation  What  are  you  willing  to  do  to  change  the  format  to  make  it  a truly 
interactive,  substantive,  and  dynamic  exchange?

Will  you  include  in  next  year's  budget 
funding  for  any  CEQA  clearance  that  may  be  required  to  support  a significant  increase  in 
the  number  of  taxi  permits?

T'ach  member  of  the  public  ss  ill  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by 
the  President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  exeluding  City 
representatives,  except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for 
twice  the  amount  of  the  public  testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used, 
speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting 
translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for 
display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  want  the  screen 
to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.

If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used, 
speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting 
translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for 
display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  want  the  screen 
to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.

1.  111199  [Formal  Policy  Discussions  - November  15,  2011] 

Pursuant  to  Charter  Sections  2.103  and  3.100(7),  and  Administrative  Code  Section  2.1 1, 
the  Mayor  shall  answer  the  following  eligible  questions  submitted  from  Supervisors 
representing  District's  1,  3,  5,  and  9.  The  Mayor  may  address  the  Board  initially  for  up  to 
five  minutes.  Discussion  shall  not  exceed  five  minutes  per  Supervisor. 

1.  Recently,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  held  a hearing  looking  into  the  creation  of  a 
municipal  bank  at  the  urging  of  Supervisor  Avalos  and  OccupySF  leaders.  San 
Francisco  currently  divides  its  nearly  200  bank  accounts  between  three  massive  financial 
firms:  Wells  Fargo,  Union  Bank  of  California,  and  Bank  of  America.  Many  residents  are 
saying  that  rather  than  sending  our  savings  elsewhere,  and  depending  entirely  on  the 
private  sector,  with  its  boom/bust  cycles,  the  City  needs  to  look  to  its  own  assets  and 
strengths,  and  develop  a strategy  to  reinvest  locally.  It  is  not  a new  idea,  it  was  a 
demand  of  the  1975  SF  Community  Congress,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
commissioned  a Legislative  Analyst  Report  at  the  request  of  Supervisor  Matt  Gonzalez 
on  this  issue  in  2001.  A municipal  bank  could  eventually  invest  millions  in  low-interest 
loans  for  alternative  forms  of  development  in  San  Francisco,  prioritizing  nontraditional 
business  models.  At  a time  when  millions  of  individuals  are  taking  their  money  out  of 
large  banks  and  putting  them  into  local  institutions,  it  seems  necessary  for  the  City  to 
seriously  consider  this  option  as  well.  In  addition,  throughout  most  of  the  City,  including 
all  of  San  Francisco's  Neighborhood  Commercial  Districts,  formula  retail  stores  and 
restaurants  are  considered  conditional  uses.  This  means  they  must  be  approved  by  the 
Planning  Commission  on  a case-by-case  basis.  This  gives  residents  more  control  over 
the  development  of  their  communities.  However,  the  Planning  Department  is  interpreting 
the  Formula  Retail  law  narrowly  to  exclude  banks  and  other  entities  that  aren't 
specifically  listed  in  the  formula  retail  law,  despite  the  fact  that  formula  retail  is  defined 
with  reference  to  a catch-all  category  (Sales  & Service,  Retail),  so  all  of  these  businesses, 
including  banks,  should  be  covered.  Do  you  support  subjecting  formula  retail  banks  to 
the  same  Conditional  Use  restrictions  as  other  formula  retail  uses?  And,  do  you  support 
the  creation  of  a municipal  bank  for  our  City?  (Supervisor  Mar,  District  1) 

2.  This  fall,  I requested  that  the  Budget  and  Legislative  Analyst  perform  a review  of  the 
frequency  and  cost  to  the  City  of  contract  change  orders  for  large  construction  and 
professional  services  contracts.  The  report  found  that  half  of  the  contracts  had 
modifications,  totaling  almost  $300  million,  almost  the  size  of  the  City's  budget  shortfall 
last  year.  The  report  also  found  that  there  is  less  public  scrutiny  of  contracts  in  San 
Francisco  than  in  other  jurisdictions,  and  contract  information  is  not  kept  in  a uniform 
manner  by  Departments.  What  is  your  reaction  to  the  findings  in  the  Budget  and 
Legislative  Analyst  report?  Do  you  agree  that  we  need  to  reform  the  way  that  we 
approve,  monitor,  and  report  contracts?  (Supervisor  Chiu,  District  3) 

3.  One  of  the  promises  you  made  during  your  mayoral  campaign  was  to  focus  on  job 
training  and  job  creation.  According  to  information  provided  by  the  Mayor’s  Office  of 
Economic  and  Workforce  Development,  San  Francisco’s  Human  Services  Agency  (HSA) 
had  $25  million  in  federal  stimulus  funds  available  from  May  2009  to  September  2010  to 
use  towards  the  Jobs  Now  job  training  and  job  placement  programs.  With  these  funds, 
HSA  was  able  to  provide  job  services  to  over  4,100  low-skilled  and/or  unemployed  San 
Franciscans  in  less  than  a year  and  a half.  City  data  also  indicates  that  since  federal 
stimulus  funding  ran  out  just  over  a year  ago,  HSA  has  been  able  to  serve  approximately 
only  550  San  Franciscans  in  these  programs  annually  - a significant  decrease. 

What  level  of  funding  for  these  programs  do  you  propose  in  the  upcoming  budget  to  fulfill 
your  campaign  pledge  of  job  training  and  creation?  (Supervisor  Mirkarimi,  District  5) 
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4 The  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  (SFMTA)  vvork  orders  $60 
million  to  other  City  departments  for  services,  including  services  that  may  not  have  a 
direct  connection  to  public  transit  such  as  the  motorcycle  fleet  of  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Department  Would  you  commit  today  to  reducing  the  amount  of  \Mork  orders  by 
at  least  20  percent  by  Fiscal  Year  2012-2013  in  order  to  increase  Muni  service  for  all 
riders?

Board  procedures  do  not  permit:  1 ) persons  in  the  audience  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposition 
to  statements  by  Supervisors  or  by  other  persons  testifying;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers, 
and  similar  sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  bringing  in  or  displaying  signs  in  the  meeting 
room;  and  4)  standing  in  the  meeting  room. 

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by 
the  President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City 
representatives,  except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for 
twice  the  amount  of  the  public  testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used, 
speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting 
translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for 
display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  want  the  screen 
to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.

3.  The  most  recent  data  shows  that  families  with  children  in  San  Francisco  become 
homeless  at  an  alarming  rate.

The  data  on  children  in  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  that  choose  to  self 
identify  as  homeless  has  also  reached  alarming  levels,  2,200  children  up  from  1,600  in 
2009.

Although  the  MTA  Board  of  Directors  approved  this  payment  to  settle  a lawsuit  by  the 
Transit  Workers  Union,  the  payment  is  contrary  to  the  spirit  and  goals  of  Proposition  G 
and  reduces  money  available  for  transit  service  for  riders.  What  do  you  think  about  this 
payment,  and  what  do  you  think  about  the  implementation  of  Proposition  G generally?
